1.  As  requested,  the  subject  book  was  reviewed  by  one  of 
our  consultants  with  particular  reference  to  possible  security 

_ _ violations  concerning  CLA's^art  in  the  flying  saucer  investigation.,  - 

Pertinent  cements  of  this  consultant  are  as  follows:  ~  —  — - 


a.  "The  book  itselfiis  highly  readable,  but  the  content 
is  highly  distorted  and  filled  with  iso  many  half-truths 

and  inference's  that  I  fesl  certain  that  the  author  is 
knowingly  committing  a  perpetration.  Prominent  in  the  book 
is  one"3 Albert  M.  Chop,  an  Air  Force -(Reserve)  Public 
Information  Officer:  who, was  on  duty -atr the  Pentagon  until - 
recently  returning  to  inactive  duty.  The  author,  Keyhoe,— -  - 
nake-s  extensive  use  of  Chop 1  s  statements  and .  implies  that 
the  Air  Force  is  deliberately  concealing  positive  con¬ 
clusions  from  the  public.

fanaVcal  saucer  'believer'  as  'debunking'.  However,  there - 
was  certainly  no  recommendation  that  suggested  hieing  any 
information  from  the  public. 


d.  "Therefore,  Keyhoe,  having  buildup  a  ‘case*  for 
saucers  being  interplanetary,  insists  that  the  Air  Force 
(and  CIA)  know  the  'truth*  and  are  refusing  to  give  the 
public  the  facts. 

‘  e.  ."I  saw  Dr.  Stefan  T.  Possony  (Chief,  USAFOIlf  Special 
Study  Group)  recently.  — He  v/as  not  aware- of  any  particular 
concern  in  the  Pentagon  over  hey hoe's  assertions.  However, 
it  night  be  wise  to  check  directly  with  the  officer  who 
replaced  --raj  or  Dewey  Four  net  in  Current  Intelligence.  I 
believe  his  name  is  Srdth.  Part  of  his  duties  are  to  follow 
all  reports  of  sightings  of  U.F.O.'s. 
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f.  "As  to  the  pos sib ility^pf  ^- security  breach,  it  is 
difficulty  to  say.  I  susoect  that  Chop  heard  of  CIA’s  being 
briefed  but^that  no  leak  occurred  regarding  the  o/si  Panel." 
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2.  It~ls  believed  that  no  security  breach  is  involved  and 
any  investigation  of  this  book  would  only  serve  to  focus  additional 
attention  on  an  cbvious  bit  of  sensational  science  "fiction".
